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The Ideas of Communism Aro Dead 

Only time can put events in their proper perspec- 
tive. The news that makes black headlines today 
may be as dead as the Pharaohs tomorrow. But it 
seems as certain as anything can be that history will 
record that the most significant and far-reaching 
event of 1950, and perhaps of many years, was the 
revolt in Hungary. 

This uprising was not successful in the ordinary 
sense of the word. Rifles and improvised grenades 
and fists, unfortunately, are no match for tanks and 
artillery. But in another, more fundamental sense, 
this act on the part of an oppressed people was almost 
incredibly successful. 

It showed that courage, and the willingness to risk 
death and torture in the pursuit of freedom exist in 
undiminished vigor in this chaotic world. 

It showed peoples everywhere, once and for all, 
the" cruel true face of communism. This is enormous- 
ly important. Reports from country after country 
state that membership in communist parties has 
abruptly declined, and that the circulations of com- 
munist and communist-sympathizing organs are 
shrinking. Well-known writers and other molders 
of opinion, who out of a mistaken and stubborn 
idealism once supported or tolerated communism, 
have openly proclaimed their defection from the 
party and from the Kremlin. The ruthless acts of 
the Soviet government and the Red Army have ex- 
cited almost universal horror. 

It showed, above all, that communism contains 
the seeds of its own destruction, and that its very 
structure is crumbling. A view that is held by all 
manner of experts was thus expressed by Kurt S. 
Lachmann, a journalist of long experience in East- 
ern Europe, in U- S. News & World Report: "What 
we are witnessing now is the gradual decomposition 
of the entire communist system . . . the ideas of 
communism are dead. What remains is the lumber- 
ing, armored body of Soviet military might." 

This does not mean that there can be any relax- 
ation in the Western world — its governments and 
forces must be more wary and alert than ever. To 
quote Mr. Lachmann again, "Dictators . . , are being 
cornered. It is well to remember that cornered 
animals often are dangerous." Desperate fanatics 
are capable of the most desperately fanatical acts. 
There is always Hie possibility that, seeing their 
own world collapsing under the weight of its sins 
and excesses, they will attempt to bring all the rest 
of the world down too. 

This is speculation. But there is nothing specu- 



lative about the fundamental lesson that has come 
to us out of Hungary — a lesson that is destined to 
be read to us again and again, as communism goos 
through its death agonies, however long that may 
take. 

Super-government, all-powerful government, 
monolithic government, socialism, communism — 
whatever name you want to use — is the implacable 
enemy of human freedom. It reduces the individual 
to the stature of a cipher. It makes a mockery of 
every concept of human dignity, human rights, the 
preciousness of human life. 

Communism Is simply the end of the line for 
that kind of government. Socialism is a way station. 
So arc all other systems of government that attempt 
to do for the people what the people can and should 
do for themselves. 

The thousands of Hungarian refugees who have 
been airlifted to this country know what slavery is, 
and how it is brought about in the modern world. 
They, along with the legions of their compatriots 
who fell victim to Soviet ruthlessness and savagery, 
placed the ultimate value on freedom. They risked 
all to gain It. They have set an example of courage 
and resolution that every American should under- 
stand and admire. 

Moreover, the Hungarian bloodcbath — and all 
the other ugly fruits of communism we sec — should 
make every American resolve to keep the freedom 
we have, and to forever defend and support a system 
of government that is based on a high concept of the 
worth of the Individual, and on the principle that 
the government is best which governs least.

And for 
a special flavor treat, put a spoonful of warm mincemeat in the center 
of each half. Sharp French dressing ladled over the sections is mighty 
good eating, too, as a dinner appetizer. 

The fruit which Florida is shipping to all parts of tho country now 
is of excellent qunlity. There is both tho pretty pink-fleshed fruit and 
the whitc-mcated; seeded or seedless varieties. When you purchase 
grapefruit, pick out the plump, heavy ones, and bo sure to get the 
thin-skinned ones to get the most for your money.

CHICAGO— Retail food prices 
and supplies arc normal and gen- 
erally stendy this first full week of 
1957 with some seasonal price drops 
noted In beef and Increasing hog ar- 
rivals that can be expected to lower 
pork prices soon. 

The fresh pork decline at whole- 
sale generally has not reflected at 
retail as yet. Beef Is weaker, 
against backlog of quarter sections, 
with values In steaks and rib roasts. 
Owners of home freezers can do 
well to purchase fore- and hind- 
quarters. Spot values and price 
concessions apply to some lamb 
items in many stores. Poultry 
meats, including frying chickens 
and turkeys, ore higher. Eggs arc 
cheaper. 

Produce departments show many 
values in citrus lines. Including 
heavier arrival larger Florida juice 
oranges. Tomatoes are lower. Fresh 
and canned apples arc good values, 
too. Lettuce continues to range In 
quality and price. 

No basic changes noted in gro- 
ceries, but consensus values include 
frozen orange concentrate, chunk 
tuna, canned peaches, green beans, 
tomato juice and blended citrus 
juice. 

University of Illinois consumer 
service weekly survey of Chicago- 
area wholesale-retail food markets 
spotlights the following values for 
the week ending Jan. 12: Beef — 
steaks and rib roasts; Pork — picnic 
hams; produce — fresh apples and 
canned apple products. 

Consensus retail price tags noted 
in the metropolitan area include: 

Beef — Choice grade lower hind 
and forequarter parts quote 53c and 
37c per pound respectively. Sir- 
loin steaks start at 75c and never 
quote above 85c, porterhouse quotes 
85-95c, and round steak starts at 
49c with 69c showing for center 
cuts. Roast prices include: Stand- 
ing rib, mostly 59c but up to 69c, 
rolled rump and sirloins 85c, blade 
cut mostly 33c and highest at 37c, 
round bone priced in wider range 
than usual, about 15c higher than 
blade cuts. Hamburger, short ribs 
and plate beef are cheaper, too. 

Pork — Retail prices expected to 
drop in view of the wholesale break, 
but this week expect: Loin roasts 
in most stores to range 33-43c for 
rib halves, 43-53c for loin halves. 
Center cut chops are mostly 79c, 
end chops ranging 43-47c. Fresh 
Boston roasts and heavier spareribs 
are popularly priced at 43c in most 
outlets. Confusion exists in cured 
pork lines, with better values com- 
mon among picnics within a range 
of 29-39c. Smoked, boneless Bos- 
tons are a better value this week 
at 61c, but ranging 59-69c. Bacon 
quotes widely, mostly 59c for top 
brands, 49c for others. Smoked 
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hams arc unchanged In moat stores 
at 59c for whole, smoked and sel- 
dom under $1.00 for center slices, 

Lamb — A value, especially In 
many independent supermarts, leg 
roast ranging 49-55c. Shoulder cuts 
also arc lower, roasts quoting 29- 
35c, chops starting at 49c. Rib 
chops quote 69-79c and loin chops 1 
89c to $1.15. 

Poultry — Eggs continue the down- 
ward slide, grade A large mixed 
lowest at 41c. Frying chickens 
moved up to 35c and range on up 
to 41c. Turkeys jump to 55c. 

Priduce — Little change noted. 
Apples ore the most outstanding 
value at 2 pounds for 35c for Mcin- 
tosh and Red Delicious from eastern 
growing areas. Tangerines arc go- 
ing out of style and slump In vol- 
ume California navel oranges are 
higher in price. Florida juicers 
arc still 39c doz. (176 size) but 
larger fruit Is available. 

In salad lines, tomatoes tend to 
quote downward, ranging 19-29c for 
14-oz. tube. Lettuce ranges 19-25c 
by size and quality. Large cucum- 
bers arc quoted often 15c each. 
Higher prices are holding for pep- 
pers, green onions and California 
celery. New potatoes from Florida 
arc available in some stores now at 
10c lb. Dakota reds and Colorado 
McClurcs quote mostly lower, 10 
pounds for 45c and 49c respectively. 
Idaho bakers ore lowest at 10 lbs.

Liquid Feeds Are Here, 

Says Farm Magazine 



I 



Thousands of farmer.! who arc 
05 or over will become elijjibto for 
social security benefits as of January 
1, 1057, and they may receive month- 
ly payments as high as $102.80 for 
husband and wife — but to get these 
they must do some planning. 

There arc three alternatives for 
planned retirement, says the Jan. 
issue of Successful Farming maga- 
zine. You oan sell or rent your farm, 
do nothing, and get all your social 
security checks. You cm* rent port 
of the land, cam up to $1,200 a year 
on the rest of the farm or In some 
other job, and still get all your farm 
checks. Or you can go on farming 
and ignore social security benefits. 
Several steps arc important if you 
plan to retire. Wait until you have 
paid your 1050 income tax, then take 
the tax return and the cancelled 
check or your receipt to the district 
office of the Social Security Ad- 
ministration. Any local postmaster 
will tell you where to find the dis- 
trict social Security office, or will 
tell you when a social security field 

\ representative will be available in 

\ your area. 

If your wife Is 62 years of age or 
older, take her with you. Also bring 

;i proof of both of your dates of birth. 
(The social security representative 
(will help you apply for benefits. 

1 The size of the monthly retirement 
check will depend on your average 
Income, says the magazine. How- 
ever, for each $80 over $1,200 a year 
earned after you retire, you lose 
one monthly check. 

A farm wife, age 02 or over, Is 
eligible for benefit payments as a 
dependent. But if she starts drawing 
before she is 65, she will get smaller 
checks — because she will be getting 
checks for more years. 
\>U you arc not eligible to receive 
a check for a certain month, no so- 
cial security benefit is payable to 

" your dependent wife. If only your 
dependent wife works, however, 
only her benefit will be affected. 
, Since there is no federal income 
tox on social security benefits, it 
may pay in the long run to take 
full advantage of them, even though 
you arc able to work, suggests the 
magazine. By renting hi3 property 
and accepting his full social security 
checks, a farmer may come out bet- 
ter financially than he would by 
working the property himself. 
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Liquid feeds arc no longer a thing 
of the future; they arc here. 

Just how ■fnr or iiu what direction 
liquid feeds will go has not been 
clearly defined, reports the January 
issue of Successful Farming maga- 
zine, but they arc being developed 
and used right now. 

Tanks, not bins, hold the Ingred- 
ients; meter, not scales, measure 
them. Farm delivery is made with 
a -tank truck, and feeding is simply 
a matter of opening a valve to fill 
a trough. 

Most liquid feeds developed dur- 
ing the past few years contained 
molasses. It served two purposes: 
to supply (needed energy and growth 
factors, and to act as a carrier for 
smaller amounts of other Ingred- 
ients. 

Now phosphoric acid has become 
on important liquid feed ingredient. 
The same substance often used in 
soft drinks for humane, it is a highly 
digestible soluble source of phos- 
phorus for animals. Phosphoric acid 
prevents spoilage, makes feed un- 
attractive to flies, and keeps the 
feed solution flowing freely at all 
temperatures. 

To supply nitrogen, liquid feed 



manufacturers (ire adding a soluble 
form of urea. Another ingredient is 
ethanol, a form of alcohol. It ac- 
celerates the action of rumen bac- 
teria, enabling the animal to digest 
and assimilate feed in a shorter 
time. Vitamins, minerals, and other 
Important food products can be 
introduced into the liquid feed form- 
ula. 

In fact, says the magazine, all 
elements required except port of 
the carbon can be fed to most form 
animals in liquid form. 

So- far most of the attention has 



been devoted to beef and sheep 
liquid supplements. Untouched are 
the possibilities In other livestock 
enterprises such as dairying, poul- 
try and hog production. Also, sug- 
gests the magazine, there is the pos- 
sibility of feeding newly-discovered 
high-energy nutrients in liquid form. 
Only time will tell how great the 
change will be to liquid feeds. Yet 
the magazine feels that liquid feeds 
do have a place in livestock feeding, 
Problems in manufacturing, distrib- 
ution, and handling are being work- 
ed out as use increases.

the Intersection of Grand Ave. and 
Sand Lake Rd. where land was 
donated by the firm of En gel amd 
Sons. It was found that this partly 
swamp land would involve great 
expense especially as to laying of 
sewers. - 

The land was given to the school 
district with the provision that if 
it is not used for school purposes 
it will revert to tihe owners, who* 
incidentally would have the same 
difficulty of improvement. 

William H. Paulsen of the Mill- 
burn Sohool Board, and Norman 
Jedcle of the Antioch School board 
were present at Ahe meeting and 
approved the transfer. The gain' in 
Lake Villa's assessed valuation will 
be $87,000. The total ultimately will 
be $10,879,227. 

The detachment from the Antioch 
district will mean .that Lake Villa 
will assume approximately $2,460 
of bonded indebtedness. 

The area falls $4,000 short of the 
average taxable wealth behind each 
.pupil in the district. 

Supt. \V. C. Potty's summary fur- 
nished 'information regarding finan- 
cial affairs and taxe rates." 

In the Antioch district, assessed 
valuation in 1955 was $14,924,942, 
the educational tax rate, .725 and 
.the total tax rate 1.021. Bonded 
indebtedness as of June 30, 1956 in* 
the 25-teachcr school was $303,000. 

In the Lake Villa District — with 
its assessed valuation of $10,792,227 

The educational tax rate is .611; 
.918; the total tax rate 1.317. Bonded 
indebtedness in the 27 - teacher 
school as of June 30, 195G, was 
$346,000. 

In 1 the Millburn district, the 1955 
assessed valuation was $1,391,595. 
The educational taxe rate is .611; 
the total tax rate, .683. The two- 
teacher school has no bonded in- 
debtedness. 

All three schools have school bus 
transportation. Lake Villa and An- 
tioch districts offer hot lunch pro- 
grams; Millburn offers no such 
program. 

All three schools were described 
by Supt. W. C, Petty as "average 
for their type."

ment to Mr. Smith at the home and 
then had him taken to the hospital 
by State Patrolman Jack Wells of 
Antioch. 

Antioch Rescue Squad members 
said that the shot struck Mrs. Smith 
aged 45, squarely in the middle of 
the back evidently being deflected 
from the backbone. Mr. Smith, aged 
49, was struck near the left shoul- 
der. The force of neither bullet 
was enough to pierce through the 
body. 

The family, a short while before 
the shooting, had posed around their 
Christmas tree, Mr. and Mrs. Vestal 
and Virginia Eckles, 15, wife of the 
accused man, had gone to Antioch 
to deposit the film for processing 
when the shooting occurred. 
Bride of Few Months 

Mrs. Eckles is c bride of only a 
few months. She was given the 
consent of her parents for the mar- 
riage which reduced the motive by 
which Eckles would want to shoot 
his in-laws. Mrs. Eckles said her 
husband was very jealous of her. 

Eckles was employed at the 
Foulds Macaroni Co plant in Lib- 
ertyville, and on Tuesday morning 
went to work there with Donald 
Vestal, brother of his brother-in- 
law. He quit work, however, at 10 
a. m. 

Mrs. Smith said she saw him at 
2 p. m. near her home and waved 
to him. Marvin Vestal saw him 
about 4 p. m. near Cox*s Corner, the 
last that any member of the family 
saw him before the shooting, which 
occurred about 7 p. m.

•'What's New in Crops and Soils" 
will be the theme of the Northeast 
Illinois Agronomy Day to bp hold 
January 11 at the Farm Bureau 
building in Geneva. Acting as 
host, L D. Kcrley, Kane County 
Farm Adviser, today invited all 
farmers and land owners in North- 
eastern Illinois to attend. The 
mooting will start at 9:30 a. m. 
The afternoon session will run from 
one to three. 

Speakers from the University of 
Illinois College of Agriculture will 
include W. O. Scott, Earl Spurrier, 
L. B. Miller, and D. L. Mulvancy of 
the department of agronomy, 

Topics on the program will in- 
clude how to establish a legume 
seeding successfully, recommended 
crop varieties for 1957, special re- 
ports on grain sorghums, wide row 
corn and establishing legume seed- 
ings in corn, dwarf hybrids, mini- 
mum tillage research, nitrogen 
soil tests, best rotations and fertil- 
ity, and what's coming in crops and 
soils. 

Port of the program will be de- 
voted to weed control. Special 
coverage will be given to eradicat- 
ing Canada thistle and quackgrass. 
Other topics will be hazards of 
weed chemicals, proper sprayer ad- 
justments, use of banding nozzles, 
suggested rates for best control at 
lowest cost, the now chemicals ran- 
dox, dalapon, and amino trinzole;
